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1 . The drawings are objected to because the lead line for "72" the pocket zipper 
appears to be misdirected in Figure 2. It appears to be directed to the front flap zipper. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: applicant 
appears to have used "24" to describe both a portion of the side and the interior. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation ""the interior pocket" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Interior pockets are set forth in claim 6. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sartena 

Sartena teaches applicants' concept of providing a bag with a transparent panel 
(10) which is covered by an opaque flap (16) secured by a fastener mechanism 34, 35 
so that the contents might be easily determined as security checkpoints. 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 

Sartena in view of O'Reilly. 

O' Reilly also teaches a bag with transparent panels for viewing which are 
covered by opaque flaps. O'Reilly also teaches the addition of pockets to the bag some 
of which include transparent, material and some have opaque walls. To have provided 
the bag of Sartena with such pockets for organizing the contents would have been 
obvious in view of such teaching by O'Reilly. The use of PVC as a transparent material 
is old and well-known in bag construction. Therefore the selection of such as an 
inexpensive material would have been most obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art. 
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5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Carroll and Burns show other bags with a transparent panel 
which is covered by a flap. Smith et al, Giardino, Russell, Orce, Bisbal et al, 
Weissenbach and McGraw show other bags with transparent panels.
